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Basham: EPA Rule Changes Put Public at Risk 


State Senator Ray Basham (D-Tay- 
lor) has publicly criticized a recent deci- 
sion by the Bush administration to ease 
EPA rules regarding the intentional re- 
lease of raw sewage into rivers, lakes, 
and coastal waters. Basham stated that 
the rules changes not only fail to take 
into account policy improvements that 
he had championed, but actually serve 
to weaken existing standards on water 
quality. 

"What the Bush administration is 
proposing is letting hundreds of com- 
munities dump millions of gallons of raw 
sewage directly into our rivers and 
streams," he said. "Dumping on such a 
massive scale puts the public in direct 
threat from disease-carrying microbes 
and puts an already fragile ecosystem 
under greater stress." 

Federal regulations currently require 
sewage to run through a series of treat- 
ment steps designed to kill bacteria and 
protect public health. According to 
Basham, however, the Bush adminis- 
tration's proposed rule changes will al- 
low for the dumping of untreated sew- 
age directly into waterways as a way of 
dealing with runoff during high rains. 


Basham requested tougher EPA 
regulations following the August 11, 2003 
blackout that forced the Detroit Water 
and Sewage Department to dump 
roughly a million gallons of raw sewage 
into the Detroit River. The dumping — 
which environmentalists say caused 
serious damage to the local ecosystem 
—could have been avoided if the sewage 
facility had sufficient backup generators. 
Basham had proposed that all of the 
nation’s water-treatment facilities be 
evaluated to insure that they had ad- 
equate backup generating power on site 
to avoid a similar incident. 

"It troubles me that something as 
serious as the dumping of almost a 
million gallons of raw sewage into the 
Detroit River was not enough of a wake- 
up call for the EPA," said Basham. "If we 
can just get the regulatory authorities to 
act responsibly, we can preventthis sort 
of incident from happening again.” 
Senate Passes Bipartisan Legislation 
on Solid Waste 

Basham applauded his Senate col- 
leagues for their recent passage of a 
number of bills intended to tighten solid 
waste restrictions in Michigan. They in-

clude SB 98 and SB 557, which were 
sponsored by Senator Liz Brater (D— 
Ann Arbor) — one of Basham’'s fellow 
members on the Senate Natural Re- 
sources and Environmental Affairs Com- 
mittee. Brater's bills would require solid 
waste coming from outside Michigan to 
meet certain standards, and would re- 
quire landfill operators to report capac- 
ity information on a regular basis. 

"This is very important legislation,” 
said Brater. “Our challenge now is to 
continue to seek opportunities to re- 
duce what enters our waste stream and 
encourage greater recycling efforts in 
our state.” 

The bills now await action by the 
State House of Representatives. 

On a related matter, Basham 
thanked his fellow senators for passing 
his Senate Resolution 167, which calls 
for the United States Congress to enact 
legislation giving states more authority 
for the management of solid waste. 

Currently — according to a recent 
issue of the Michigan Waste Report — 
"Significant court decisions, including 
the United States Supreme Court's de- 
cision in Fort Gratiot Sanitary Landfill vs. 
MDNR (1992), have long held that Michi- 
gan and other states do not have the 
currentstatutory authority to restrict out- 
of-state waste, holding that waste is an 
item of commerce, and under the !nter- 
state Commerce Clause of the U.S. Con- 
stitution, individual states do not have 
the authority to unduly restrict out-of- 
state waste:

Regular readers of The Romulus 
News know that this paper never en- 
dorses political candidates, and rarely 
takes a position on other ballot issues. 
The reason is simple: Unlike most other 
papers, we don't believe it's our place to 
tell people how they should vote. We 
think our fellow Romulus residents are 
responsible enough to ask their own 
questions, find their own answers, and 
make their own decisions. Our job is to 
be one of (hopefully) many dependable 
resources they can trust for the informa- 
tion they need. 

Despite urgings from both sides of 
the fence, "the little paper" is not going to 
try to "advocate" a particular position 
regarding casino gaming andhorse rac- 
ing, either. These issues, which will be 
decided by Romulus voters, are highly 
sensitive and complex, and convincing 
arguments can be made for a range of 
viewpoints. 

Make no mistake, however: this elec- 
tion, regardless of its outcome, willhave 
a major impact on our city's future. 

That's why we feel compelled to tell 
you how we'll be casting our own ballots 
on December 2, and why. 

To some of you, it may seem like 
we're trying to split hairs or play seman- 
tics games, butthat's not our intention at 
all. Although we support both proposals, 
we have the utmost respect for oppos- 
ing opinions based on (for instance) 
spiritual or moral beliefs, and wouldn't 
dream of telling people who hold those 
opinions that they're "wrong" or that they 
should change their minds. We just want 
you to know what we're thinking. We live 
and work here, too, and we'll be affected 
by the voters' decisions just as much as 
other residents and business people 
— will. 

Why do we support Proposal 1 
(casino gaming) and Proposal 2 (horse 
racing)? In the end, it all boils down to 
two things: économics and (for want of a 
better word) lifestyle. 

It's becoming more and more clear 
that the City of Romulus will not be able 
to provide adequate services to a grow- 
ing community with a shrinking budget. 
Bone-deep cuts in higher-government 
funding arrived just as our community 
was trying to enhance its quality of life 
with services such as full-time fire-fight- 
ing and professional planning. With fewer 
dollars, Romulus will do well to maintain 
its status quo, letalonefundlong-needed 
improvements in everything from roads 
to recreation. 

Our city is desperate for dollars — 
and since residents can‘ afford to pay 
higher taxes, then we must somehow 


attract businesses that can. Unfortu- 
nately, with a still-sagging economy, 
there aren't a lot of developers clamor- 
ing to come to Romulus right now. 

We believe that anew casino anda 
new racetrack will bring millions of dol- 
lars to our city's coffers. Even if actual 
revenues turned out to be only half of 
what's now being projected, these two 
developments, alone, would increase 
the City budget by about 20% of its 
current total. 

Job opportunities are another im- 
portant factor. Again, leaning toward the 
side of prudence and cutting current 
projections in half, the two projects would 
bring about 2,000 jobs to Romulus. 

Can you imagine what a difference 
those dollars and those jobs would make 
to our community? 

Andthen there's the issue of lifestyle. 
For literally decades, Romulus residents 
have been begging for the stores, the- 
aters, restaurants, and other amenities 
that would enhance our daily lives. And 
for literally decades, we've been told 
that no developer will take a chance on 
building them here because we don't 
have enough residents or visitors to 
support them. 

These two proposals could change 
allthat. Yet again, cutting current projec- 
tions in half, a casino and racetrack 
would bring nearly 10,000 people into 
Romulus each day. That should signifi- 
cantly increase our chances of drawing 
further development and all that attends 
it — additional tax revenue, jobs, and 
shopping/entertainment possibilities — 


don't you think? 


We've tried that strategy of "let's 
wait until a better offer comes along" for 
years now; it hasn't worked. Now we've 
received what may truly be the offer of a 
lifetime. With so little bait for our hook, 
we can't afford to let this fish get away. 

That's what we think; we're looking 
forward to hearing what you think based 
on your letters ... and your votes. | 

Regardless of whether or not you 
agree with us, we do hope we'll see you 
at the polls. This is adecision that should 
be made by the people it's going to affect 
most: the residents of the City of Romu- 
lus. With all due respect, we don't need 
any more input from outside interests 
and out-district Congressmen who think 
they know more than we do about what's 
best for our community.

Mayor Urges Support of Proposal #1

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2 Pit Bulls Stolen 


Sometime between about 5:10 
p.m. on October 8 and 9 a.m. on 
October 9, the Romulus Animal 
Shelter was broken into and two 
pit bulls were taken. The stolen 
dogs were two of five pit bulls that 
had been confiscated in connec- 
tion with a dogfighting case. 

The dogs — named "Domino" 
and "Smiley" — are described by 
animal control officers as extremely 
dangerous, and should be treated 
as such by anyone who happens 
to come into contact with them. 

Detective Lt. Jonn Leacher of 
the Romulus Police Department 
said that the owner of the dogs, 
23-year-old Christopher Floyd 
North of Romulus, is currently 
charged with possessing equip- 
ment and devices used for fighting 
animals.
